STANFORD, Calif. (AP) — 


Dr. Arthur Kornberg says ge- 
netic material that he helped 
synthesize in a test tube could 
"with reservations" be consid- 
ered a primitive form of life. 


At Stanford University, Korn- 


berg and Dr. Mehran Goulian, 
who is presently on the Univer- 
sity of Chicago faculty, manu- 
factured viral DNA, the nucleic 
acid essence of life, and it, in 
turn, produced active viruses in 
living cells. 


No Sharp Line 


Kornberg outlined his reser- 


vations at a news conference 
Thursday: The impossibility of 
defining "life" or "living" to 
the satisfaction of both laymen 
and scientists, the lack of a 
sharp line separating the sim- 
plest living bacteria and the 
most complex virus, which may 
or may not be characterized as 
living, depending on the scien- 
tist's attitude. 


"We know that the viral DNA 


molecule which we have syn- 
thesized can reproduce itself in- 
side a (living) cell and generate 


new viruses," said Kornberg, 
head of Stanford's department 
of biochemistry. 


Dr. James A. Shannon, direc- 


tor of the National Institute of 
Health, called the achievement 
of Dr. Kornberg and his associ- 
ates "one of the great land- 
marks of research in the life 
sciences." 


Cerlain forms of cancer that 


may be caused by viruses and 
possibly diseases of genetic ori- 
gin are problems that "the tre- 
mendous future potential of the 
new development" may help 
solve, Shannon said in Washing- 
ton. 


Kornberg and Goulian took 


DNA — deoxyribonucleic acid 
the basic hereditary material of 
every living cell—from a simple 
virus called Phi X 174. 


They put the Phi X DNA as a 


template or pattern into a test 
tube with a solution rich in the 
four genetic compounds which 
make up strands of DNA. They 
added two catalyzing enzymes, 
DNA polymerase and DNA li- 
gase. 


The original DNA, aided by 


the enzymes, synthesized copies 


of itself from the "building 
blocks" in the solution, about 
6,000 blocks in each circular 
strand of DNA. 


The researchers carefully sep- 


arated the original DNA from 
the synthesized DNA and intro- 
duced the latter into bacteria 
called E. Coli, common to the 
human intestinal tract. 


Phi X virus infects and des- 


troys E. Coli by invading the 
bacteria cells and replicating 
until the cells burst. 


Works the Same 


The man-made DNA worked 


the same way, replicating com- 
plete Phi X viruses. 


Samples were sent to Dr. Rob- 


ert L. Sinsheimer of the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology, who 
discovered Phi X in 1959. He 
tested the samples and found 
them fully infectious—in scien- 
tific terms "biologically ac- 
tive." 


"I see the greatest rewards of 


genetic chemistry to human 
welfare in the cure of disease 
and ultimately in a better un- 
derstanding of human behavior 
when explained in terms of 
chemistry," Kornberg said.

State Urges 
Vigil Against 


Disease Signs 


Caution Taken in 
View of British 
Livestock Epidemic 


MADISON (AP) — Although 


Wisconsin has not known foot 
and mouth disease since 1914-16, 
it should not relax its vigil 
against the epidemic that has 
struck Great Britain's livestock, 
A. A. Erdmann, state veteri- 
narian, has warned. 


"The British incident shows 


that now is no time for com- 
placency in vigilance against the 
killer," Erdmann said, noting 
that the State Department of 
Agriculture has warned veteri- 
narians throughout the state to 
be alert to symptoms of the 
disease. 


"The 
disease-causing 
virus 


can stay alive long enough to 
spread anywhere in the world in 
this day of rapid transportation 
and it's hardy enough to survive 
winter temperatures," he added. 


British livestock imports are 


not permitted in this country, 
but Erdmann said other means 
of introducing the virus into 
Wisconsin include shoes and 
clothes of travelers, ties or fen- 
der walls of imported cars, St. 
Lawrence Seaway shipping and 
sausage smuggling through the 
mail to avoid custom officials.

Northeast Breeders Spark Change 
State Pork Producers Seek Healthy Affiliates 


CHILTON - The mood for 


change has been sweeping Wis- 
consin's agricultural scene and 
the latest to get caught up in it 
is the pork industry. 


Buell Gunderson, secretary of 


the new Wisconsin Pork Pro- 
ducers Association which re- 
places the older state purebred 
swine 
breeders 
organization, 


told the Northeastern Wisconsin 
Swine Breeders Association at 
its annual meeting Tuesday, that 
impetus for the state change 
came 
from the 
northeastern 


group. 


Gunderson, who also is chief 


swine herdsman for the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin's Arlington 


Experimental Farm, said that 
when the state directors learned 
of reorganization 
plans here 


they initiated a redistricting 
plan to tie in with their new 
state organization. 


He said they felt a stronger 


state industry was possible from 
an improved state organization 
revitalized by healthy county 
and regional affiliates. 


The state would have five 


districts including the northeast. 
An 11-member board will govern 
the association. 


Seven Breed Groups 


The state has seven purebred 


breed organizations, 10 county 
or area groups, the Wisconsin

s x 


Feeder Pig Marketing Co-op and 
Production, M a r k e t i n g , Re- 
search Co-op — an affiliate of 
the Wisconsin Farm Bureau. 


The new association has been 


operating with voluntary contri- 
butions from swine breeders in 
the state. A formal five cent 
checkoff is proposed as part of a 
package arrangement for pro- 
motion, research and tie in with 
the National Pork Producers 
Council. 


Twenty-three states belong to 


the council, Buell noted, and 
Wisconsin may consider joining 
next year. The national pro- 
gram, he explained, is aimed at 
intensifying 
the 
local 
effort 


through the state organizations. 


The national council recom- 


mends sufficient members in the 
state affiliates to represent 20 
per cent of the hogs produced in 
that state or about 400,000 in 
Wisconsin. 


State Lures 


As attractions the state asso- 


ciation is offering: 


An automatic checkoff pro- 


gram to finance research, pro- 
motion and state and national 
dues. Purebred hogs sold would 
require a 10 cent 
checkoff, 


market hogs five cents and 
feeder pigs two cents. Producers 
who did not want to contribute 
could apply for a refund from 


the association. One cent goes to 
the national organization.

All evidence points to a 


national shortage of farm 
veterinarians today which will 
grow more acute in years 
ahead, according to a recent 
report from the University of 
Wisconsin department of vet- 
erinary science. 


About 10 or 15 years ago it 


was felt that a large propor- 
tion of graduating veterinari- 
ans would enter practice. But 
demands for specialists have 
become too great. Consequent- 
ly, fewer and fewer graduates 
are establishing practices by 
themselves. A growing num- 
ber of veterinarians are serv- 
ing in education, research, 
public health, regulatory, and 
military fields. 


Those who enter practice 


tend to specialize in small 
animal practices and corre- 
spondingly fewer enter large 
animal practice. 


Because of these trends, 


some of the marginal farming 
areas in Wisconsin no longer 
attract a sufficient number of 
g r a d u ating 
veterinarians. 


Some areas have no resident 
veterinary service at all, and 
non-local professional service 
may require greater fees from 
those farms least able to 
afford it. 


Multiple Practice 


To meet the shortage, multi- 


ple-practice is becoming more 
prevalent, where more than 
one veterinarian works out of 
the same office. Many prac- 
tices in the state today are 
maintained by two or more 
men. 


This type of practice is 


better able to absorb today's 
specialists in one organization 
which 
can 
then 
offer 
the 


variety of services necessar.f 
\o farmers. In some area's 
there is also a tendency for 
veterinarians to use lay assist- 


ants, working under 
their 


supervision. 


One major result from the 


changing picture is the em- 
phasis being placed on preven- 
tive medicine. Probably the 
most 
efficient use 
of this 


concept is seen in the pro- 
grammed herd health services 
offered by some practitioners. 
Others are also exploring the 
possibility of contract prac- 
tice.

At Stanford University, Korn- 


berg and Dr. Mehran Goulian, 
who is presently on Ihe Univer- 
sity of Chicago faculty, manu- 
factured viral DNA, the nucleic 
acid essence of life, and it, in 
turn, produced active viruses in 
living cells. 


No Sharp Line 


Kornberg outlined his reser- 


vations at a news conference 
Thursday: The impossibility of 
defining "life" or "living" to 
the satisfaction of both laymen 
and scientists, the lack of a 
sharp line separating the sim- 
plest living bacteria and the 
most complex virus, which may 
or may not be characterized as 
living, depending on the scien- 
tist's altitude. 


"We know Ihat the viral DNA 


molecule which we have syn- 
thesized can reproduce itself in- 
side a (living) cell and generate 


new viruses," said Kornberg, 
head of Stanford's department 
of biochemistry. 


Dr. James A. Shannon, direc- 


tor of the National Institute of 
Health, called the achievement 
of Dr. Kornberg and his associ- 
ates "one of the great land- 
marks of research in the life 
sciences." 


Certain forms of cancer lhal 


may be caused by viruses and 
possibly diseases of genetic ori- 
gin are problems that "the tre- 
mendous future potential of the 
new development" may help 
solve, Shannon said in Washing- 
ton. 


Kornberg and Goulian took 


DNA — deoxyribonuclcic acid 
(he basic hereditary material of 
every living cell— from a simple 
virus called Phi X 174. 


They put the Phi X DNA as a 


template or pattern into a test 
lube with a solution rich in the 
four genetic compounds which 
make up strands of DNA. They 
added two catalyzing enzymes, 
DNA polymerase and DNA li- 


The original DNA, aided by 


the enzymes, synthesized copies 


of itself from 
the "building 


blocks" in the solution, about 
6,000 blocks in each circular 
strand of DNA. 


The researchers carefully sep- 


arated the original DNA from 
the synthesized DNA and intro- 
duced the latter into bacteria 
called E. Coli, common to the 
human intcslinal tract. 


Phi X virus infects and des- 


troys E. Coli by invading tho 
bacteria cells and replicating 
until the cells burst. 


Works the Same 


The man-made DNA worked 


the same way, replicating 
com- 


plete Phi X viruses. 


Samples were sent to Dr. Rob- 


ert L. Sinsneimer of the Califor- 
nia Institulc of Technology, who 
discovered Phi X in 1959. He 
tested the samples and found 
them fully infectious—in scien- 
tific terms "biologically 
ac- 


tive." 


"I .sec the greatest rewards of

Zoning Regulations Defined 
Model Flood plain Ordinance Ready 


A model 
floodplain zoning 


ordinance has been prepared by 
the Fox Valley Council of Gov- 
ernments (COG) for considera- 
tion by member governments of 
the regional planning group. 


The model ordinance, outlined 


at a meeting of COG Wednesday 
by Associate Planner Greg Kit- 
telson, defines zoning regula- 
tions for cities, villages and 
other 
incorporated 
areas. It 


includes resolutions governing 
floodplain and floodway areas 
along rivers within municipali- 
ties, whereas ordinances being 
prepared 
for 
unincorporated 


areas also make provisions for 
shoreland and conservancy dis- 


along lakes and 
trict zoning 
rivers. 


The ordinance, 
which cities 


must adopt by early next year to 
meet requirements under state 
law 614, is designed to protect 
against the hazard of floods and 
preserve the storage capacity of 
floodplains and the discharge 
capacity of floodways. 


Floodways are defined as the 


area around rivers needed to 
accommodate the flow of water 
during floods. The 
floodplain 


district will include land along 
but beyond the floodway district 
— in which structures would be 
subject to floodwaters or inun- 
dation during times of flooding. 


Designed Elevations 


The boundaries of the districts 


are 
determined 
by assigned 


elevations of the nearest down- 
stream dams. The floodplain 
district will extend horizontally 
according to the normal maxi- 
mum elevation of the dam plus 
one foot. 


Permitted uses in the flood- 


way 
district 
include 
piers, 


wliarves, channels and other 
aids to navigation. Special ex- 
ceptions will include bridges, 
culverts, 
river 
crossings 
of 


transmission lines, buildings and 
other structures, and storage of 
materials necessary for the 
operation of activities necessary 
to a waterfront location, provid- 
ed they arc not a pollution or 
other hazard during floods. 


The permitted uses in flood- 


plain areas may not include 
storage of materials that are 
buoyant, flammable, explosive 
or otherwise dangerous to hu- 
man, animal or plant life. 


Floodproofing 
also will be 


required of all structures located 
within the floodplain. Conform- 
ing to this regulation can in- 
clude raising the ground level 
of the structure, modifying the 
structure to prevent entrance of 
floodwaters, or erecting flood- 
walls to prevent flood waters 
from entering the structure. 


Special Exceptions 


Floodplain structures 
a l s o 


must have water supply and 
waste treatment systems that 
arc not subject to floodwatcr 
entrance, and provisions for 
removal of structure and con- 
tents in time of flooding. 


Special 
exceptions 
in 
the 


floodplain district include struc- 
tures provided with fill or other 
flood protecting methods where 
the area involved is more than 
10,000 
feet, and 
storage of 


materials that may be injurious 


to human, animal or plant life 
during flooding but which are 
enclosed in floodproofed struc- 
tures. 


A permit issued for special 


exceptions will require the own- 
er to apply to the building 
inspector. A board of appeals 
will then evaluate the request on 
the 
basis 
of floodplain 
and 


floodway requirements before 
issuing a special permit. 


The appeals board also may 


attach specific conditions to the 
permit that must be followed. 
Information must be supplied by 
the owner on the structure and 
lamTiise areas involved, and a 
public hearing will be required 
before a permit can be issued.

The Milwaukee City Council has passed 


an open housing ordinance, but Father 
Groppi's marches will continue. 


After struggling with various proposed 


local laws for months the Council this week 
finally adopted an ordinance which is an 
exact duplicate of the present state statute. 
And that statute exempts about three- 
quarters of the housing units in the state, 
and in Milwaukee. 


Father Groppi and all of the elements 


in the community who have been pressur- 
ing the council for an ordinance call this 
one an empty gesture, and that surely is 
what it is. 


But Mayor Maier and 
the council 


majority cannot be blamed for not wanting 
to go further in this matter than the state 
legislature is willing to go. Neither Gover- 
nor Knowles nor the majority Republicans 
in the Legislature were willing to take any 
leadership in removing the 
exemptions 


from the present state law. They said it was 
up to municipalities to solve the problem. 
And in effect the Milwaukee council came 
up with a logical answer: O.K., we'll go just 
as far as you have gone. 


The open housing protestors have been 


marching for over 100 consecutive nights. 
Their target now is the downtown 
mer- 


chants, and as the Christmas shopping 
season draws to a close it is obvious their 
campaign has had marked effects. Retail 
business in the downtown Milwaukee area 
is off from an estimated 30 to 50 per cent 
this year.

Shoppers have switched their business 


to outlying shopping centers. The restau- 
rant and night club business has been 
seriously affected.

It should be obvious by now that even if 


Father Groppi and his marchers go away, 
Milwaukee's problem will not evaporate. 
And 
Milwaukee's problem 
could 
well 


spread to other cities of the state. 


As it is in the nation, the racial problem 


will be an issue in n°xt year's political 
campaign in Wisconsin. The state, and that 
means the governor and the legislature, 
must take the leadership in solving the 
problem. And both political parties must be 
prepared to go before the voters next fall 
with a clear-cut stand on this issue. 


State Officials and Land Buying 


One of the complaints of Assemblyman 


McKay, the Republican floorleader of the 
assembly, in his demand for a thorough 
investigation of the land buying program of 
the state conservation administration, is 
that one of its ranking officials was a 
pecuniary beneficiary of that program. 


He named J. Robert Smith, best known 


as the longtime head of the state game 
management division, and now acting 
assistant administrator of the State De- 
partment of Natural Resources. The facts 
on the record are these: 


Mr. Smith in 1959 decided that he 


wanted to purchase a low value tract of 
land in central Wisconsin for weekend 
retreat and summer vacation purposes. He 
asked one of his friends in the Oshkosh 
headquarters office of the department who 
was familiar with the district to keep on 
the 
lookout for a suitable tract at a 


reasonable price. The friend located such a 
parcel, which the state official then bought 
at a price of $5,000. He says he was then 
assured that the chance that the state 
would ever be interested in the same parcel 
for public recreational use was remote, and 
so felt free to proceed, as any fair-minded 
person would agree. 


But in 1961 Gov. Nelson put through the 


legislature the so-called ORAP law, which 
set aside a planned $5,000,000 a year for an 
accelerated outdoors recreation land acqui- 
sition and easement program. Immediately 
the department broadened its horizons 
considerably with respect to the kind of 
lands it wanted and what it could afford to 
pay for them. 


The same Oshkosh headquarters friend 


who had nominated the Smith tract in the 
first 
instance 
was assigned to locate 


suitable lands in Marquette County, where 
the 
Smith property was located, 
for 


possible state purchase. If purchases were 
impracticable, the law provided for the 
securing of easements, at generous prices, 
to induce private landholders to permit 
the public to use their lands, as for access 
to the numerous trout streams in the 
neighborhood. When the state's land agent 
inquired 
in the vicinity of the Smith 


property, he told a legislative committee of 
inquiry the other day, neighbors as they 
were 
approached 
demanded 
to 
know 


whether Mr. Smith would also give the 
state an easement. 


Quite obviously for him to refuse would 


have embarrassed 
the department and 


raised questions among the residents of the 
locality. As a result, he has testified, he 
consented to give the state an casement, at 
the standard rate of 75 cents a foot on both 
sides of a stream on his property. The 
payment was somewhat more than half of 
his original purchase price. He thereupon 
retired a mortgage on the abandoned farm- 
land. With some premonition of future 
inquiries, however, he put into the official 
files at Madison a memorandum explaining 
the history and the circumstances of the 
incident, which we presume is the reason 
why it found its way into the legislative 
hearing the other day. 


We have no doubt that Mr. Smith's 


motives were honorable and that his 
narrative is a true one. Yet it illustrates the 
extremely sensitive nature of this land 
program, and it will no doubt precipitate 
strict instructions from the department 
administrator for the most discreet be- 
havior of its employes and officials in the 
future.

Libc-rntmn Front is permitted to come to 
the United Nations because of lack of an 
American visa, it would mean no coopera- 
tion in negotiation moves from Hanoi.

governorship, after Knowles 
leaves the executive office, 
whenever that may be. Indeed, 
although he has shown some 


i m p a t i e n c e lately about 
Knowles' decision, it may yet 
occur to him that the nomina- 
tion in 1970 may be more 
desirable because that is the 
year that the man chosen 
governor will have a four year 
term for the first time in the 
history of the state under the 
newly amended constitutional 
provision on state officer ten- 
ure. 


In 
other states, and in 


Wisconsin under other circum- 
stances, it would be natural to 
boom the outstanding mem- 
bers of the congressional dele- 
gation for a senate seat. That 
might include such men as 
Reps. Laird, Byrnes and Dav- 
is, for example. But it is 
extremely unlikely that they 
would sacrifice the fair secur- 
ity of their own seats, and 
their rising rank in the House 
of Representatives, 
for 
the 


chance to be elected to the 
Senate and freshman status in 
the upper house. Rep. Davis 
made two bids in the 1950s, 
with disappointing r e s u l t s . 
Rep. O'Konski also bid once, 
but in a special election in 
which he risked nothing. 


As the Republican outlook 


can be appraised now, the 
chances are that the party will 
recruit a new face, or perhaps 
several, in settling the senator- 
ial nomination. 
FIELD WIDE OPEN 


If the tide is running favor- 


ably, as the early polls suggest 
they might, and if the Demo- 
cratic party is torn and weak- 
ened by a bitter struggle over 
President Johnson, as also 
seems more probably with 
each passing day, the recruit- 
ment of a respectable new- 
comer won't be difficult. More- 
over, according to all appear- 
ances, the Republicans will 
have the organization and the 
means to provide the kind of a 
build-up that a lesser known 
aspirant would need. 


It is often forgotten that 


some of the leading men in 
state politics of past eras were 
relatively unknown when they 
offered themselves. The late 
Sen. Wiley was a rural politi- 
cian of little statewide 
ac- 


quaintance when he made a 
surprisingly good run for gov- 
ernor 30 years ago and thereby 
earned a senatorial nomination 
in the next campaign year. The 
late Sen. McCarthy, who gave 
his name to an era, was a 
district judge. F. Ryan Duffy 
was a Fond du Lac lawyer 
without previous campaign ex- 
perience when he was cata- 
pulted into the Senate in 1932. 
Julius Heil was a neophyte, 
and won two successive guber- 
natorial campaigns. There are 
many precedents.

Hatcher, mayor-elect of Gary, 
Ind., has outlined some of the
